PREDICTS U.S, 
AT WAR WITHIN 
NEXT TEN YEARS 


New York, February 18.—A warning 
that the United States will be engag- 
ed in another return war within ten 
years unless she accepts her share of 
the responsibility of putting Europe 
and Asia on their feet again was ut- 
tered by Henry Morgenthau, former 
ambassador to Turkey, in an address 
before the students of Columbia Unf- 
versity. Mr. Morgenthau declared 
that the United States, in refusing to 
accept a mandate for Constantinople, 
had lost an advantage which it can 
never regain. 

After asserting that “the magnifi- 
cent talk of self-sacrifice had all 
died away,” and that the nations of 
Europe are “going back to their old 
order,” the former ambassador con- 
tinued: “Unless militarism is des- 
troyed and the new order of things es- 
tablished, I predict that all you young 
men who fought in the late war will 
be called upon again to bear arms in 
a European war, and that all of you 
who were too young two years ago 
will receive your first call for ser- 
vice.”

In districts where early autumn 
frosts prevail, hilling will aid in pro- 
tecting the tubers from light frosts. 
n dry seasons the soil moisture is 
conserved if only level cultivation is 
given. 

In order to secure sufficient mois- 
ture in districts with light rainfall the 
potato crop should be planted on well 


In attempting to lower the high cost | fallowed land, and the sets dropped 


of living some consideration should 
be given to increasing the supply of 
potatoes. This crop is one of the 
most universally used as well as one 
that can be the most rapidly increased 
of all the crops that are grown for 
human consumption. 

In the prairie provinces four factors 
play an important part in decreasing 
the returns from the potato crop. 
These are a short growing season, 
insufficient rainfall, shortage of labor 
and lack of storage facilities. 

The short growing season can be 
lengthened by planting earlier in the 
spring than is commonly practised. 
At the Scott Experimental Station 
potatoes planted on May 8th have, 
during a five-year period, given an 
average yield of 20 bushels per acre 
over potatoes planted on May 29th. 
Since potatoes planted early may be 
frozen down by the spring frosts, it 
is important to use large-sized sets 
in order to supply plant food to carry 
the plants through adverse weather 
conditions. In the tests, tubers hav- 
ing three eyes have yielded 31 bush- 
els more per acre than where sets 
were cutdown to one eye. Hastening 
the growth of the potatoes by develop- 
ing green sprouts before plonting has 
in some measure overcome the handi- 
cap caused by the short season. Tub- 
ers sprouted in a warm, light room 
have shown, on an average, an_ in- 
crease of 46 bushels per acre over 
potatoes that had no sprouts develop- 
ed before planting. 

Medium to early maturing varleties 
will, especially in the northern dis- 
trict, more nearly ripen and will make 
superior potatoes for table use than 
will late maturing sorts that have to 
be harvested green. At Scott, Wee 
MacGregor is the leading medium- 
season potato.

rows. The importance of working the 
land down as rapidly as it is planted 
is of vital importance as frequently 
considerable moisture is lost by delay- 
ing the operation necessary to accom- 
plish this. Frequent shallow cultiva- 
tion throughout the season will aid in 
decreasing evaporation. 

The experiments to determine the 
cost of producing potatoes have shown 
that potatoes can be grown profitably 
where all the labor has to be hired. 
Each year for the past five seasons an 
acre plot has been grown on the Sta- 
tion in order to determine the profit- 
ableness of potato growing. The fol- 
lowing figures are the averages of the 
costs .and returns for that period. 
Value of crop per acre $117.12, aver- 
age cost $74.12. Profit per acre, 
$42.40. The cost included rent, seed, 
labor, use of machinery, etc. The 
average selling price at time of har- 
vesting has been 71lc per bushel and 
fluctuated from 40c to $1.25 per bush- 
el. 

It is frequently found necessary in 
potato growing to have some winter 
storage space. The Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms Circular No. 71 des- 
cribes a plan of a root cellar that is 
used. by a number of farmers for keep- 
ing potatoes over winter.

YEAR’S WORK OF THE 


SALVATION ARMY IN 
WEST CANADA 


The annual’ report of the Salvatior 
Army for the past year shows that 
during the year the number of corps 
and societies in existence in Western 
Canada was 138, the officers and 
cadets wholly employed being 334, 
and the local officers, bandsmen and 
songsters serving without pay 1,790. 
Thirty-eight thousand meetings were 
held, and 229 conversions were re 
corded. Upwards of half a million 
copies of the “War Cry” were sold in 
Western Canada. ; 

The Women’s Social Work depart- 
ment operates five rescue and mater. 
nity homes and three children’s hom- 
es in the western provinces, to which 
more than five hundred persons were 
admitted during the year. 

In the department of men’s social 
work ten institutions are maintained, 
at which 5,463 meals and 97,448 beds 
were supplied, while 3,233 situations 
were found for unemployed men. 

Representatives of the Army visited 
964 inmates of prisons, and 203 per- 
sons were assisted on discharge from 
prison.

You Might As Well Say Britain Is 
Bankrupt, Declares Bishop 
Richardson, 


Ottawa, February 18.—That Cana- 
da, at the present moment was, if bas- 
ed on the same footing as a private 
corporation, insolvent, was the state- 
ment made by Professor S. A. Cud- 
more, of the federal bureau of statis- 
tics, before the national council of 
education today. 

The dominion debt, he said, was 
larger than that of the United States 
after the civil war, and this in spite 
of the fact that the United States at 
that time had three times the popula- 
tion that Canada has. The dominion 
government in 1914 suspended the 
meeting of dominion notes in gold‘ 
and if asked today to meet its obliga- 
tions, it could not do so. 

_ “If a private corporation was in the 
same position it would be declared 
bankrupt, but the government being 
the government does not have to do 
this,” he said. He quoted statistics 
showing the huge increase in the na- 
tlonal debt, the interest upon which

on the natural goodness of mankind. 
Men willingly relieve the needs of 
others, when these needs are recog- 
nized, and do so on the broad basis of 
a common humanity, not requiring the 
stronger motive of friendship. Surely 
if men are responsive to calls for 
help God is more willing to give to 
those who in need call upon Him. 

It is unreasonable to think that any 
earthly parent would give stones or 
scorpions to his child who asks . for 
bread. If this be the case, then says 
Jesus, ‘if ye being evil know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to those 
that ask Him? 

“All that we know of the goodness 
of God we have learned through the 
goodness of mankind . 

Let us note that Jesus does not 
rest his argument for the goodness of 
God upon the fact that some rare soul 
has manifested the divine nature. He 
might well say, “He that hath seen 
me, hath seen the Father.” He ap- 
peals to universal humanity and his 
argument for the reasonableness of 
prayer is all the stronger on this ac- 
count. 

“For the love of God is broader 
than the measure of man’s mind, and 
the heart of the Eternal is most won- 
derfully kind.” : 

Our text suggests that the actual 
life of men is often very far in ad- 
vance of their creeds. Our theologies 
have lagged far behind our religious 
experience. We can hardly conceive 
of a parent punishing his child simply 
and solely to show his authority over 
the child, and our courts of justice 
would quickly deal with anyone who 
needlessly and heartlessly inflict suf- 
fering upon the weak and helpless. 
Yet our creeds have ascribed such 
conduct to Deity, and we have clung 
tenaciously to the idea of a punish- 
ment that congists of endless tor- 
ment without any hope of redemp- 
tion. “Nothing can be good in God 
which is evil in us.” It is high time 
that our religious teaching should be 
purged -from these elements which 
come to us from primitive savagery 
or barbarism. We cannot over-esti- 
mate the mercy of God: in doing so 
we do not forget His justice. We may 
well-ask ourselves the question which 
Browning puts into the mind of David 
—"Do I find love so full in my nature 
that I doubt God’s love can compete 
with it? Here the parts shift, the 
creature surpasses the Creator.” 

The love and self-sacrifice which is 
normal in human nature is an un- 
answerable argument for the goodness 
of God. 

Our text suggests also that religion 
is a more universal experience than 
it is generally recognized to be. We 
have formed the habit of thinking 
that we have a strength of our own 
apart from God, and that the gift of 
the Holy Spirit is so unique an ex- 
perience that very few possess it. 
Some religious sects almost regard 
themselves as having a monopoly of 
religious truth and love. As a mat- 
ter of fact, religion is a normal experi- 
ence of humanity. “In God we live, 
move and have our being.” 


Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by the words which 
proceed from the mouth of God. We 
are not living naturally or normelly 
if we do not worship. Prayer is not 
; simply talking or asking God _ for 
things—it is an attitude of depend- 
ence, of thoughtful .reverence, of 
spontaneous activity.

‘Wage Increases on. Canadian 
Roads More Than Interest 
on Whole War Debt 


; ADDRESS AT. WINNIPEG 


Railway Situatlon iv Canada With- 
out Parallel Any Place in the 
World, He Says. 


Winnipeg.— Addressing the Cana- 
dian Club at a luncheon at the Royal 
-Alexandra, on the subject, “The New 
Railway Situation,” E.: W. Beatty, 
K.C.,, president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, gave a 
plain intimation of a coming in- 
crease jn rates, ~ 

Mr. Beatty sa:d:—“Since I had the 
pleasure of visiting Western Canada 
in May last, a very important change 
in the transportation situation has 
taken place through the sudden con- 
summation of a plan for the acquisi- 
tion of the Grand Trunk and Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Companies 
with a view to their incorporation 
Into the system of the National Rail- 
ways. In due course, when the 
legal and other formalities have been 
fulfilled, this consolidation will take 
Place and the test of the possibility 
of successful. administration of a 
vast system of railway under the 
aegis of the Government will be 
made. 9It is probably the most am- 
bitious and comprehensive — task 
which ‘any Government or any peo- 
ple has taken upon themselves, ex- 
cept temporarily and in emergent ne- 
cessity. It.-may be a test over a 
period of years and the results may 
be expensive, but under honest man- 
agement with Independent and non- 
political administration, and above 
all with accurate information sup- 
plied to the public as to the result 
of these operations, the people of 
this country will be able to deter- 
mine for themselves whether that 
system {fs the best and if not what 
Improvzment should be made in it. 
I make.no comment on the wisdom 
or otherwise of this further exten- 
sion of Government ownership of 
railways in Canada. y The matter 
has been settled by the representa- 
tives of the people. I am sorry, 
however, that a little more time and 
information were not given both_to 
the peope themselves and thelr par- 
lfamentary representatives, because I 
would have been better satisfied that 
the decision then, represented the 
view and desire of the vast majority 
of the people of this country, espe- 
cially of the business communities, 
who have a particular stake in the 
railway situation and a particular 
Knowledee of what constitutes effi- 
cient railway service. The deci- 
sion has been taken, ‘however, and 
the consolidated system will be ad- 
min{stered by aboard selected by the 
Gcvernment, with experienced rail- 
way operators and executives in im- 
mediate charge of the property, with 
Parliament, as is inevitable, in full 
control. of the financial support to be 
given, and the Government of the 
day with full responsibility for the 
expenditures of the monies voted 
for such purposes. The result of 
this means that the railway situation 
dn Canada fs now completely chang- 
ed, and the country must depend for 
some time at least for additional rail- 
way facilities, ‘where needec upon 
the National Railways or the Cana- 
dian Pacific, because with prepond- 
erating mileage under the control of 
‘the Government. ft fs not likely that 
much capital would be attracted to 
new railway enterprise for the re- 
‘vards which such investments might 
bring. Therefore, I think it may 
be fairly stated that such additional 
construction as takes place within 
the next few years will depend upon 
he will'ngness of the National Rail- 
Ways and the Canadian Pacific to 
appreciate these needs and their fin- 
ancial ability to mect them. 

MEANS KEEN COMPETITION. 


“This Is a situation which is with- 
ut parallel any place in the world 
where a government-owned and 
‘operated railway and a_ privately- 
owned and operated railway not 
greatly different in the matter of 
mileage, both with, of course, ade- 
quate credit, have'in their hands the 
,almost exclusive right to remedy 
transportation insufficient at most 
places throughout Canada. It {fs 
true, I think, that this will provoke 
a highly competitive condition. How 
effective this competition will be 
‘will depend upon its honesty and Its 
fairness, If political methods are 
to be introduced into the competi- 
tion, and facilities provided in ac- 
cordance with political expediency 
or if political rewards follow the 
extent of the support or otherwise 
‘which {s granted by shippers to the 
National Railways, then I should say 
the competition would be unfair and 
‘of doubtful commercial or national 
value 

“During the course of the vear, the 
railway companies of Canada had to 
Meet a great Many problems, due 
to the emergencies which prevailed 
which were unusual and of great 
importance and which reaufred new 
methods t. secure their being dealt 
with competently. For that purpose 
the Canacian Railway War Board 
was constituted and through it the 
‘efforts of all railways were co- 
ordinated to meet the extraordinary 
demands th.ough the movement of 
war traMlec and soldiers. The work 
was well and eMeciently done; was 
80 well ‘done, In fact, that not one 
hour's dercurrazge was caused to 
\Atlanite sh'pping by delava on Can- 
indian railways. I havo recently re- 
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ceived a letter from. Sir, Joseph 
Maclay, British Minister of Ship- 
ping. in which -he : points to” this 
fact as a conspicuous example of 
the effective way in which the work 
of the Canadian railways \as per- 
formed. : 

“Since the war, there has been con- 
stituted the Railway Association of. 
Canada,’ whose executive comprises 
the presidents of the principal: rail- 
ways In Canada, and in the organi- 
zation of whick is contained various 
committees from the operating, 
financial and traffic officers of the 
companies, who are constituted to 
act jointly, when joint action would 
be in furtherance of the traffic n>- 
cessities of the people or of the rail- 
ways. Mr. Hanna and myself sit 
on the executive Committee, and I 
am very hepeful that with the ex- 
perience he there gains, he will be 
confirmed in his original deci.ion to 
be a railway man and not a politi- 
clan. 

“TY have known Mr. Hanna for a 
great mapy years, and my apprecia- 
tion of his personal qualities and of- 
ficial ability as disclosed in the 
numerous exacting and difficult posi- 
tions he has been called upon to fill 
is very great. The fact that he was 
trained in his earlier years in the 
service of the Canadian Pacific and 
has always, both personally and.offi- 
cially, retained a very sincere affec- 
tion for Lis former company has not 
gorremed from my appreciation of 

m. : 

“Mr. Hanna and I have a great 
many problems in common and 
others whicL are individual because 
peculjar to the different systems of 
railway operation, in which we are 
respectively involved. Occasionally 
it may be necessary in public utter- 
ancee for us to refer to each other, 
or the interests which we represent, 
but I recognize that these refer- 
ences will be few and far between, 
because I can imagine nothing of 
much less public interest or public 
importance than my opinion of the 
National Railways and Mr. Hanna, 
unless it is Mr. Hanna’s opinion of 
the Canadian Pacific and myself. 
Mr. Hanna rather departed from the 
rule a few weeks ago in Toronto, and 
with his characteristic Scotch pawky 
humor, whatever that means, said 
that the trouble with me was that 
I did not. believe in public ownership, 
but that I would hope for its success, 
and that notwithstanding the fact 
that the Canadian Pacific had occu- 
pied a very unique and strong posi- 
tion within the Empire, in a few 
months’ time it would be number 
two instead of number one, and that 
was where the shoe was pinching. 
As I say, Mr. Hanna intended this 
to be ‘a humorous remark, but Scotch 
humor is sometimes hard to under- 
stand, aud his audience, a most. in- 
telligent Toronto audience, misun- 
derstood him and applauded his 
prophecy of the advent of another 
railway system, bigger and better 
than the Canadian Pacific. 

“T imagine that Mr. Hanna and 
myself- could sit down today and 
discuss with the utmost candor the 
general railway situation. Inciden- 
tally to that we could, I think, agi3e 
without much discussion as to which 
was number one and which was 
number two. I say this without any 
hesitation or reservation, because I 
know what a wise and experienced 
man Mr, Hanna js. I can say with 
equal confidence, I think, that five 
years from now Mr. Hanna and I 
could discuss the question with equal 
frankness and agree between our- 
selves as to which was then number 
one and which was number two. Of 


course, {t would be the same rail-| 
way, but as I have said, Mr. “Mannaj 


is a very ‘ise man. Five years hence 
he may even be wiser than he is 
now, but that would not be neces- 
sary to enable him to reach a correct 
conclusion. 3 
A CHEERFUL PROPHET. 

“Mr. Hanna has recently adopted 
the role of prophet for the National 
Railways. He is a cheerful pro- 
phet, and he paints a glowing pic- 
ture of the future of the properties 
under his charge. This is as it should 
be, and he is wise in making it as 
attractive as possible. He has re- 
cently taken his pencil in hand and 
added together the joint mileages ot 
the Canadian Northern, Intercolonial, 
Transco tinental, Grand Trunk anil 
Grand Trunk Pacific railways in 
Canada and the United States; he 
has likewise added the number of 
engines and cars of all descriptions, 
tons of freight carried on al) sys- 
tems and has concluded the National 
Railways are, or will be, the greatest 
ra'lway system in the world. I do 
not dispute his figures as to mileage, 
and I do not imagine it is of much 
public importance whether the gross 
earnings of the combined systems 
are greater or less than the Canadian 
Pacific. Up to the present, they are 
less, although the mileage is greater, 
but I do say that the test of the best 
or worst railway {fs not necessarily 
determined by mileage, and “best” 
and “biggest” are not necessarily 
synonymous terms. Companies must 
stand or fall on the character of the 
service they render, and {if one rail- 
way'’s service is consistently better 
than another’s, {if its officers are 
more efilcient, {ts service more ex- 
peditious and its business transac- 
tions with the public more satisfac- 
tory, Ji 1s the railway which will bo 
rightly resarded as the best, whe- 
ther {ts mileage be somewhat more 
or eamowhnat lets than {ts.rival's, 
“The National Rallways and our- 
rolyes ars confronted with conditlens 
of operating which are almost with- 
out precedent, and which, with tho 
lar:rost measure of apport wo can 
both receive, still render those opcr- 
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‘rations extraordinarily aimeult. We 


both appreciate that the people isa 
Jealous and exacting’ mistress, but 
we. also know: that the public is a 
generous and persistent friend, ~nce 
its confidence.is secured. We know, 
too, that. no sentiment will control 
the success of:our efforts. 
“Heretofore in’ Canada there has 
been, I think, a prevailing decency in 
competition, which has been encour- 
aging. I have no reason to expect 
that that will change, or that ti2 
methads,and measures taken by the 
Nationa! Railways to further {ts in- 
terests and extend its busines- will 
be any less reputable than those 
taken by the Canadian Pacific or by 
the Canadian Northern, the Grand 
Trunk, or any other system, which is 
now consolidated. or to be consoli- 
dated into the National Railways, 
but there is always the danger of 
political methods being adapted to 
the business of railroading and poli- 
seq] oe being used where 
Siness methods fail to 
ae sestes result, Oerrtea 
read Mr. Hanna's strong plea for 
independent administration,» which 
means business administration, be- 
cause I would dislike to see post of- 
fices, docks, and public works and 
institutions of all sorts made depen- 
dent upon whether the community 
desiring them gave support to the 


National Railways. If that hap- 
pened we might have to ‘establish 
libraries, hospitals, theatres and 


parks in order to meet that new and 
peculiar political-railway competi- 
tion. 

“The foundation of competition 
should be the same. The legislative 
control of Parliament, the regulatory 
control of the Dominion Railway 
Commission should be the same in 
respect of all railways operating un- 
der the federal jurisdiction. This is 
not the case as yet, the Government 
having reserved by statute special 
rights to the-National Railways not 
enjoyed by private companies and 
withheld {t in certain particulars 
from the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Railway Commissioners, but I am 
hopeful that in time this will be 
remedied. Tho accounting methods 
and financial returns of all com- 
panies should likewise be absolutely 
identical. Given these essential pre- 
mises and the National Railways the 
independent administration which 
their officers desire and you will see 
railways competing in this country 
under conditions which will stimu- 
late their efforts and redound to the 
advantage of all those who do busi- 
ness with them. Whether these con- 
ditions will prevail, I cannot say, be- 
cause the almost irresistible inclina- 
tion of those who supply the money 
is to demand a voice in its expendi- 
ture and in the management of the 
institutions for the financing of 
which they are responsible. 


MORE REVENUE NEEDED. 


“I do not pretend to speak for the 
National Railways, but no doubt, as 
in the case of the C.P.R., large sums 
of money are required to complete 
work that-has been heretofore im- 
possible to undertake and to extend 
facilities to meet the rapidly increas- 
ing needs of the country. Neither of 
us can stand still; we must progress 
if we are to receive our fair. share 
of the country’s prosperity. In or- 
der to do this we must have money, 
and money can be obtained only in 
two ways, by stock or bond {ssues, 
or by revenue. Operating increases 
cannot be taken care of by the form- 
er. The extraordinary recent costs 
of maintenance and operation can be 
met only in one way and that is by 
increased revenuc to the companies, 
and in this we need the sympathetic 
support of the people who demand a 
high standard of railway operation 
and railway service which can be 
secured only, in view of the prevail- 
ing high prices, by paying a trans- 
portation charge at least equal to 
the increased cost of operating. You 
are all aware that in 1918 railway 
wages were increased in Canada by 
an amount aggregating $77,000,000, 
an amount greater than the Interest 
on the whole of the war debt of Can- 
ada; the rates were at the same time 
increased and they brought in $43,- 
000,000 additional revenue to the com- 
panies; in other words, the increase 
in rates failed to equal the increase 
in wages by the enormous sum of 
$34,000,000. There can be only one 
end to that condition, unless the rev- 
enues are readjusted to meet these 
increasing costs. While rates will 
have to be again increased, they 
cannot be increased indefinitely and 
our great struggle from now on will 
be to reduce costs in order that in 
time rates themselves may be lower- 
ed. There are only two ways of re- 
ducing railway rates, and one is by 
large increase in the volume of traf- 
fic and the‘other Is by decreased cost 
in the carrying of traffic. No ordin- 
ary increase in business will be suf- 
ficient to take care of the extraordin- 
ary increases in the cost of labor 
and material which the railway com- 
panies have experienced in recent 
years. ‘ 

“I know that you, gentlemen, are 
very well informed on the subject of 
railroads. I know that many of you 
are, or have been, persistent users of 
the railroads, that you have compe- 
tent critics and that you have come 
{n contact with thelr operations in 
a more intimate way than most citl- 
zens of this country. You will I 
think be the first ‘to appreciate the 
accuracy of my statement when I 
say that at no time in the history 
of this country has there been more 
need for an appreciation of the prob- 
lems of the railways and more xecd 
for support to the railways than 
now. 

A CITIZEN OF COUNTRY.

“It is equally proper that Cana- 
dians should concern themselves 
somewhat with the problems and 
administration of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, and there is ‘no occasion, 80; 
far as the Canadian Pacific, or any 
other railway, is concerned for the 
peoyle to regard them as soulless ; 
cory.orations, when their stake in the 
coultry is so great, and their in- 
terests and your interests so much 
in common. 

“\‘here is always in the minds of 
som > people a mystery in the ex'st- 
enc: and operation of any large cor- 
portion, whether Government own- 
ed or privately owned. It is sup- 
pos d to conceal within the walls of 
{ts offices machinery for many: 
thia gs not directly connected with, > 
its enterprise. Nothing could be 
fur ber from the facts. Being public 
utils ies, they are open to more 
critisism than other institutions. 
The'r affairs are more public, and! 
the’: officers better and more wide- 
ly] 1own. They are easier to under- 
sta. 1 though they are huge in size, 
and their ramifications are great. 
Sim : 1904 the railways of Canada 
have been required to justify every 
rate. act and practice which affect- 
ed tne public or the public interest. 
Can this be said of any other enter- 
prises? 

SANE OPTIMISM NEEDED. 


“The problem of increased costs 
practically brings the railway com- 
panies in common position with oth- 
er citizens of Canada. The cure for 
it is greater production and trade 
expansion, hard work and thrift. It 
sometimes seems to me that we lose 
sight of the very fundamentals on 
which the prosperity of this coun- 
try has been heretofore based. The 
foundation of our economic stabil- 
ity rests upon perseverance, work 
and the rewards which come from 
it. We have no more right to ox- 
pect to receive high wages and hizh 
compensation unless we can give an 
adequate return in service, than we| 
have a right to expect to appropri- 
ate and keep what does not belong; 
to us. The necessity is preached 
from one end of the country to the 
other, and it cannot be preached 
too often, because unless it js prac-! 
ticed this country will not enjoy. its 
share of the world’s prosperity. and 
will not be able to meet the very! 
disquieting conditions which have. 
resulted from the economical up- 
heaval of the last five years. Heads 
of financial interests see it, and ad-! 
vise economy of all kinds. Indivi-; 
duals appreciate it and to some ex-| 
tent are practising it. Governments, 
federal, provincial and municipal 
must also see it, and practice ft, or 
else hard times will succeed our pre-/ 
sent era of prosperity. It has al- 
ways seemed to me that hard times) 
do succeed any era of great spend-, 
ing or extravagance, and it is a ser-" 
{fous commentary on the common. 
sense and sanity of people that it 
is necessary for tho realization of 
these consequences to be obtained: 
by experience instead of by a care- 
ful appreciation, of the trend of 
events and by mbdification and pru-! 
dence anticipate and prevent the 
Datural consequences of extrava- 
gance and imprudence. I am an op- 
timist; I do not see how anyone 
could be anything else so far as 
Canada is concerned, with its nat- 
tural wealth and the virility of its 


‘people, but with great optimism can 


go equally great discretion, and the 
fact that a man or a nation, is full 
of hope and confidence does not 
mean that he should disregard the 
warnings of the times, or with his 
eyes on nis own future fail to ob- 
serve the economical pitfalls im- 
mediately in front of them.” { 
In this progress towards full pros- 
perity. Mr. Beatty said he saw the 
western provinces playing a great 
part. : 
“In conclusion I would seriously 
urge upon you all the paramount - 
necessity of quiet sane considera: 
tion of Canada’s economic problema 
as they develop. It is, I think now 
conceded that most of the errors 
made in past years have been due 
to a too ready acquiescence in it- 
considered policies and a serivus in- 
difference by the people as a whole 
to the correctness or otherwise of 
the conclusions reached. I am, 
think, quite within the mark In say- 
ing that our prinoipal railway and 
economic mistakes have been due ta 
the lack of keen appreciation in 
those whose concurrence: permitted 
the adoption of these policies. There 
fs no time in the history of this 
country when the views of extrem- 
ists should prevail as little as now 
The difficulties which confront ui 
are not insurmountable if the solu: 
tion of them are given the moder 
ate and sane consideration which {i 
indispensable to a correct conclu: 
sion. Appeals to prejudice and tra: 
ditiona) hostility are fruitless o! 
permanent good. Given the prope) 
recognition of the diversity of econ. 
omic necessities which inevitably 
exists jn a country the size of Can: 
ada, and a serious and single de 
sire to meet and dispose of them it 
the Intercsts of the country as & 
whole, and I would have every con: 
fidence that our errora would be re 
duced to a minimum and the econ: 
omic strength of the country in 
creased beyond tho possibility o 
serious setback.” 5

TURE AND 
“LABOR 


To the Editor of The News: 

Sir,—It seems to me, Mr. Editor, that 
the very interesting discussion which 
has been going on in your paper re the 
relations of Agriculture and Labor has 
been very well surtimed up by your 
quotation from H.D. in the Vegreville 
Observer when he says: 

“That if the Farmers amalgarnate 
with the Labor party they will be 
taking the wrong. turning. They 
have not the same views or interests, 
nor the same means to their ends. 
They are two distinct families not 
even cousins. They may live in har- 
mony and help one another on oc- 
casions, but they will not house 
comfortably undér one roof.” 

The trouble, however, with summing 
up the question in this way leaves 
very much to be qualified and explain- 
ed. To undertake to do this would be 
no easy task. 

From a Utopian point of view it Is 
all right to say that the interests of 
the employer and employee are mutual, 
ultimate 
standpuint, this cannot be gainsaid. 
Taking it in the long run or over a 
period of years, the interests of both 
are similar but at no given point of 
time are they tdentical. The immed- 
jate interest of the one is opposed to 
the immediate interest of the other. It 
seems to be a universal instinct or 
trait of human nature to be governed 
by immediate interest, and of all the 
classes this.is especially true of the 
laboring class. 

In speaking of the laboring class I 
am, of course, taking the words in their 
general accepted sense, as represent- 
ing those who are working for wages 
and who haye no direct money interest 
invested in their employment; and 
more purticularly those who are affil- 
iated with organized Labor unions, 

To say that the farmer’ should be 
classed with the laborer and not with 
the employer only shows a total lack 
of knowledge of conditions as they 
are. That he occupies the dual posi- 
tion of employer and laborer cannot be 
disputed, but in no sense can he be 
classed with the laborer whose immed- 
inte interest prompts him to demand 
shorter hours and higher wages, with 
the object in view of having enough 
work to distribute amongst the whole 
number without reducing the amount 
paid. By no line of reasoning can it be 
said that the farmer in any civilized 
community is not an employer. That 
he is such is as true of the man farm- 
ing in the smallest way as it is of the 
man farming on the most extensive 
scale. He may not employ labor on 
his farm, but he js equally dependent 
with the other on the actions of or- 
ganized Labor. 

Conditions today are not as in the 
past when subsistence farming was 
the only method, when each peasant 
farmer, provided his household with 
food, clothing and everything requisite 
for their sustenance. Nowadays the 
farmer is dependent on others for 
everything except (and that to a very 
limited extent) a small part of their 
food supply. He jis of necessity an 
employer of labor in the fullest sense 
of the word and is forced to pay the 
higher wages for the shorter hours of 
organized Labor in everything with 
which he has to do. The price of his 
equipment, whether machinery, imple- 
ments and tools, clothing, lumber, fuel, 
flour, as the cost of transportation of 
his own product to market, or of the 
merchandise he has to buy, is all large- 
ly regulated by the rate of wages set 
by organized Labor. 

It might seem that along political 
lines, as far as provincial or municipal 
matters go, the interests of farmers 
and Labor would be similar, but in 
practice this does not work out. At 
the present time the cities are crowded 
with unemployed, demanding that 
public works be put in motion at a rate 
of wages that no farmer could afford 
to pay. Last fall owing to short crops 
in the south only few men were re- 
quired for harvest, but when a farmer 
applied to the employment bureau the 
invariable answer was given that it 
was impossible to get a man at any 
price. At the same time the city coun- 
cils and Government were inventing all 
kinds of work for the unemployed. An 
automobile road from Calgary to Ed- 
monton via Banff and Jasper Park 
through the heart of the Rockles was 
first put on, and hundreds were em- 
ployed there at wages with which far- 
mers could not compete, even to save 
their harvest, but which farmers are 
taxed to pay. When it comes to federal 
matters the difference of interest be- 
comes more pronounced. One would 
need to be blessed with a very ingen- 
ious imagination to suppose that or- 
ganized Labor would agree to the far- 
mers’ platform. Had anyone who be- 
HNeved such a thing possible been pre- 
sent at a meeting of the Forum at Cal- 
gary on January 18, addressed by Mr. 
Archie Muir, he would have heard 
enough from the Labor men present 
there to have cured him of any such 
notion unless he were hopelessly in- 
fatuated. Near the close of the meet- 
ing it was amusing to hear such a 
visionary as the Rev. Wm. Irvine, the 
versatile editor of the Independent, de- 
plore the stand taken by those pupils 
of his on whose education he had spent 
so much time and talk. 

There is an old saying that “Cir- 
cumstances alter cases,” and the truth 
of this should never be lost sight of in 
discussing this subject. All economic 
matters of the present can best’ be 
solved by studying them in the light of 
the past, but uiways bearing in mind 
the difference in place and conditions. 
The arguments advanced by organized 
Labor in this country have very large- 
ly been imported from the old country. 
Some of them, though logically correct 
there, are logically incorrect as applic- 
able to conditions heré. lt happens, 
however, that other arguments, econo- 
mically sound in the old country are 
equally sound here but from entirely 
different reasons. The explanation of 
this, though exceedingly simple, is 
often lost sight of. The dominant in- 
dustry in the old country being manu- 
facturing, commerce and shipping, it 
means that farm produce must be im- 
ported to supply the demand and that 
to assure the general prosperity of the 
whole population, agriculture in point 
of value must take second place. Here 
all the natural conditions are reversed. 
In spite of all the artificial regulations 
that may be put in motion, agriculture 
must for many years to come be the 
predominant interest. Anything that 
retards or detfacts from the prosperity 
of the farming industry must of nec- 
essity detract from the prosperity of 
the whole country. 7 

I need hardly allude here to the op- 
position of the organized Farmers to 
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ganized ‘.abor when stripped of’ the 
hue and cry of sentiment is relatively 
the same as the Big Interests towards 
the farming industry. Labor does not 
hesitate to support Capital on a pro- 
tective tariff, does not hesitate to put 
in mot.on the machinery of strikes or 
use of force to secure their immediate 
benefit, regardless of whom it may in- 
jure, even though it be themselves. 
As each branch of Labor or craft 
raises thelr wages and shortens. their 
hours they only pile up tho hardships 
on others which in the nature of 
things soon reacts on themselves, That 
they w.ll do this is only natural. Self- 
interes‘ and huinan nature will always 
act thus unless governed by an oppos- 
ing interest or by something beyond 
control. 

The employer of labor also acts on 
immediate self-interest but his actions 
are somewhat governed by his future 
interest, as bound up in his invest- 
ment. The farmer is doubly governed, 
not only by his future interest, but by 
that something beyond his control; he 
cannot pass the load on to someone 
else. 

Organized Labor in Canada does not 
export its product, hence does not 
come into competition with foreign 
labor, and by shortening its hours can 
increase the demand for that product 
and at proportionately higher prices. 

The Canadian farmer does export 
the product of his labor, which is farm 
produce, and thus comes into competl- 
tion with the cheapest labor in the 
whole world. The laborer in alliance 
with his employer can and does com.- 
pute beforehand how much _ product 
will be required to supply the demand, 
und thus keep up the price. The far- 
mer, on account of olimate and other 
conditions, cannot do _ this, and if he 
could it would still be of no use to him, 
as the product of other countries would 
set the price. 

As controlled by their immediate in- 
terest, the viewpoint of Organized 
Labor must of necessity he antagonis- 
tic to the farmer and from the nature 
of things at present there is not much 
nope of improvement. j 

Years ago in this country, when the 
mechanic or artisan conducted his own 
business in a small way, there were 
many who, when away from the “mad- 
ding crawd,” spent both their leisure 
time and working hours in serlous 
thought and became in their way, if 
not qualified to pass as philosophers, 
at least as sane and sound reasoners. 
Organized Labor today cannot claim 
the same proportion of such men in 
their ranks. The distractions of the 
city with its movies and music halls, 
its inflammatory literature and the 
inflammatory speeches of its agitators 
and demagogues, all tend to intensify 
the prejudices and passions of unrea- 
son. Aside from this, and although it 
js a hard saying yet it cannot be de- 
nied, that in proportion as a man is 
shiftless or tgo lazy or careless to make 
provision for the future, he drifts to 
the town and joins the ranks of Labor. 
Many of these though loudest in their 
assertions of having an independent 
spirit are in reality paupers living in- 
directly on the receipt of charity. Laws 
that have been instituted for the good 
of all, to give all an equal chance, are 
abused and often made to serve an 
end altogether opposite to that intend- 
ed. : 

One of these I might mention is that 
relating to education and free schools. 
[ know very well that what I am going 
to say will not meet with the approval 
of a great number, but I firmly believe 
that if more thought were put to the 
subject the opinions of many would 
greatly change. My argument is this: 
The farmer, because of conditions, 1s 
compelled to wark not only himself but 
also his family, seven days a week. 
According as help is scarce and wages 
high, the harder they have to work, 
and as a consequence the less school- 
ing for the children. The more pro- 
gressive he is and the more he pro- 
duces, the more attention is required 
from him and his family. To hire help 
‘to relieve his family is only to throw 
away that which he has already ac- 
cumulated, so that if heredity counts 
for anything those naturally best 
adapted for the struggle of life, the 
children of the most progressive par- 
ents, are the ones who are the most 
deprived of the advantages of educa- 
tion; notwithstanding that they are 
the ones who supply the funds to edu- 
cate the nonprogressives. 

Nor does the evil stop here. The 
children of the inefficient and shiftless, 
because of free schools, and having 
nothing else to do, receive the educa- 
tion that is denied the others. Thus, 
after having been the recipients of 
charity and inheriting more or less 
the shiftlessness of their parents, to- 
gether with a disposition to despise 
and ridicule the old-fashioned slow 
coaches, who are willing honestly to 
work for what they get, finally become 
the teachers of the next generation,

FIRE PREVENTION ON THE FARM 


Millions of dollars worth of agricul- 
tural wealth is destroyed by fire in 
the United States each year. This 
is especially true during the early 
winter months when conditions 
mand extra precaution against fires. 

To prevent them, get rid of all in- 
flammable rubbish in which a blaze 
may be started; see that the flue is 
repaired before the heating plant 1s 
started for the winter; use extra care 
in handling matches, kerosene and 
gasoline. Of course it is understood 
that the gasoline supply is stored in 
properly located and constructed res- 
ervoirs. 

In spite of care fires may occur, and 
it is the wise farmer who is prepared. 
fails full of water are easily installed 
in all farm buildings. ,To prevent 
their being used for the ordinary 
chore pails they may be painted 
some special color. In subduing fires 
among oils where water is of no value 
the chemical extinguishers may be 
used. In case of small fires, sand may 
be used, and even sawdust is effec- 
tive if scattered over the entire sur- 
face of a burning liquid so as to cover 
the flames.

ogPACKERS PROSPER. 
Gunns, Ltd.,‘the ‘well:‘known: Produce 
House, Meat Packers; etc., «announce 
the issue of $1,500,000 of 7 per cent. 
cumulative preferred stock, and 
$1,760,000 common. Apparently the 
men and corporations who handle the 
foodstuffs grown on the farm prosper 
exceedingly. Gunns Ltd. are now a 
$5,000,000 company. 

In this connection we cannot do 
better than quote from a recent speech 
of the Hon. Manning Doherty—“The 
U.F.O. are into the live stock indus- 
try in a small way, but we are going 
to extend it to Montreal and Buffalo. 
In reality we have not yet got start- 
ed. The packers are good fellows, 
but -we know where the packers 
should be and we are going to keep 
them there. I will not stop until the 
stock ‘yards of this country are taken 
out of the hands of private ownership 
entirely and put into the hands of 
the people, where they belong. ft 
the packers are wise they will fall in 
with the scheme, for as surely as the 
bar-room people killed themselves in 
this province, the packers are carry- 
ing things so far that the publi¢ will f 
rise and put them out of business.” 

That last sentence is worthy of seri- 
ous consideration by the packers, pro- 
duce men and others who are growing 
rich through the handling of farm 
commodities. Of the dollar spent 
by the consumer for foodstuffs only 
thirty-five cents on the average finds 
its way into the pockets of the far- 
mer. The middlemen, transportation 
companies and others who stand be- 
tween the producer and consumer get 
the largest share of the dollar. The 
packers and produce men_ certainly 
have not starved on what they ob- 


tained. —Farmers’ Sun.-

HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 


(Manitoba Free Press). 

After the lapse of nine years, the 
railway. is still uncompleted. From 
The Pas to the second crossing of 
the Nelson river at Kettle Rapids—a 
distance of three hundred and thirty- 
two miles—the track is laid and_ bal- 
lasted. For the remaining ninety-two 
miles to Port Nelson the grading is 
completed. Over thirteen and a 
half million dollars have been expend- 
ed on the railway and over six million 
dollars on the harbor improvements | 
at Port Nelson. It is estimated that 
the work on railway and harbor can 
be completed at an expenditure of 
eleven million dollars. During the 
last three years little work has been 
done either on railway or harbor im- 
provements.

IDLE THOUGHTS QF 
A BUSY FARMER 


-Some people seem to think that the 
advent of the United Farmers in poli- 
tics will mean the beginning of a lot 
of state socialism and state nationali- 
zation as advocated by the  non- 
partisan league. People who think 
this kind of thing will be a panacea 
for all ills of the body politic had bet- 
ter take a look at what has happened 
in Australia. 

The gentlemen who glibly advocat- 
ed this collective ownership or nation- 
alization, which, according to them, 
will shorten the hours of labor, in- 
crease the pay and knock the H. C. 
of I. cahouting, or, to use their own 
formula, “the worker will receive full 
product of his labour,’’ have not the: 
faintest idea how their theory would 
work in practice. 

In 1915 the Liberal party was suc- 
ceeded by a Socialist-Labour party in 
Queensland, Australia. The popula- 
tion of Queenstand is about one per- 
son to every square mile. The figures 
which follow may not seem large for | 
a State’s finances, but when we re-' 
member the population is only 680,000, ; 
they make a very considerable per- 
centage. For the eight years pre- 
vious to the advent of the Labour 
party, the state finances showed a 
small balance to the credit side each 
year; since then the annual deficit has 
increased. 

One of the election cries was 
“Cheap meat for the workers,” so, 
aftex4 assuming power, the Labour 
ministry proceeded to commandeer 
29 sheep and cattle ranches, paying 
the owners with 414 per cent. bonds. 
Twelve of the ranches were run at a 
heavy loss, on one the debt amounted 
to $1,200,000, the whole transaction, 
when accounts were pooled, showed 
a deficit instead of a profit. 

To distribute the meat to the | 
workers stute butcheries were estab- 
shed, but these were not supplied 
with meat from the state ranches. 
Meat was commandeered from _pri- 
vale ranches for the state at about 
7% cents a pound, while the cattle 
from the state ranches were sold for! 
export at the highest market rate. | 
(Remember this when figuring on the 
loss of the Government run ranches. 

Although they commandeered meat | 
at their own price, the State butcher- | 
ies were unable to make ends meet. A 
turnover of $2,750,000 net sales only 
exceeded the purchases by $97,500, 
which was not enough to pay the in- 
terest on capital invested. 

The railways were paying working | 
expenses and interest and showing ay 
small profit. The first year Labour! 
handled them (1916) showed a loss of 
$2,641,220; in 1917 the loss was $3,686,- 
940, and in 1918 $5,140,040, and this in 
spite cf a big boost in freight and pas- 
senger rates. In 1919 a special effort 
wis made to cut out these expenses 
by most stringent economy and result- 
ed in a deficit for that year of §7,106,-' 
640. 

Another state enterprise establish- 
ed under this Labour government was 
a state trawler, which was going to 
knock the profiteering fish mongers 
into a cocked hat and make sh as 
plentiful as snow in Alberta in Janu- 
ary, 1920. The trawler cost $162,- 
060; during May and June last it cost 
$11,130 to run the boat, which caught 
fish to the value of $680 in that time. 
The balance sheet of the state fish 
shops, which were to sell the fish di- 
rect to the people, showed, receipts 
$301,295, expenditures $350,085, loss 
$48,690. 

A state coal mine was also started 
at Warra to cut out the profit in coal, : 
but was such a tremendous failure it: 
had to be shut down. The loss on this | 
was $257,265. 

A state arsenic mine was started; 
so far it has cost $45,000, with no re- 
turns, 

The government 


farther went into 
the lime crushing business, and in 
three months ran up a debt of $2055. 
At the beginning it cost $78.50 a ton | 
to crush the lime and farmers were 
not buying any at that price. The | 
price was eventually cut to $25, with- 
out buyers, so the crusher was closed 
down and the lime retailed at $5.50 a 
ton. 

A state Hquor’ saloon was also 
started, but also is in debt, and the 
government has not opened any more.

taxation 190.5 per cent. All the war 
expenditure was borne by the federal ; 
government, so that none of these ex: | 
cesses can be put to war expenditure. ! 
Queensland has had all of these fine | 
Socialist schemes, these nationalised ! 
industries which were to be run for , 
the benefit of the people and put the 
capitalists on the blink and send them | 
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as inmates to the poor house, yet no 
one in the State is any happier. There, 
are more strikes there in proportion 
to the population than in any of the | 
other States of the Union. As the 
strikers are the men on whom the BOv- | 
ernment depends for .support, it is 
afraid to oppose their demands. The 
beauty of it is, a great many of the 
strikers are in State enterprises, but 
as the ministry is the servant of the 
Unions the men get what they want. | 
The Labour government is like any} 
other employer, it hangs on to what 
it has,and the men have to strike for 
what they want. 

One of the dangers of State Social- 
ism was shown at Townsville, when a 
strike occurred. The strikers broke 
into shops, etc., stole fire-arms and 
began a little shooting up. The local 
police were unable to handle the mob. 
So the government despatched a 
strong force by special train to main- 
tain order, but the train crews were 
in league with the strikers, took the 
train so far and then abandoned it, 
refusing to take the police to the 
scene of the disturbances. 

The latest scheme so far is an un- 
employment insurance, under which 
every mian-who is out of work will re- 
ceive about $4.50 a week for single: 
men and $9.00 a week for a man with 
a family. The employer must pay phe 
the fund $10.00 per emp'oyee for the 
first year and any sum the government 
may assess in subsequent years ac- 
cording to the demands on the funds. 
Another clause in the bill gives the 
Labour Council power to order the 
employer to do anything it may ec 
fit in order to provide employment. 
As under this bill employers might: 
prefer .to retire from business, it is | 
proposed ‘to manufacture employers. | 
Any person with a taxable income 
above a certain amount may be order- 
ed should the Council think fit “to 
create employment by investing mon- 
ey in development work and work of. 
benefit to the state.” While the bill, 
provides for compelling employers to; 
make work and find work, nothing in: 
the bill provides for the men giving: 
decent work or even taking a job 
when it is found them. 

Here is a Labour government who! 
ary out to nationalize everything, and | 
do away with employers, yet under 
this act the government propose to in- 
crease the number of employers’ by 
main force.
